Homeowners: 
You’ve got mail 

O Assessments on the way for city property owners O Most 
Edmontonians can expect slight decline in house value in 2012

For Edmontonians who own prop¬ 
erty, the writing is on the wall — 
but it’s not that bad. 

The city sent out 326,000 prop¬ 
erty assessments on Tuesday, and 
most single-family owners will find 
their digs’ value dipped slightly, 
about 1.7 per cent on average. 

Those who compile the num¬ 
bers encourage homeowners to 
check for themselves. 

“It’s critically important over the 
next 60 days, pull up yours and take 
a look at the assessed value to see 
if it actually reflects what the prop¬ 
erty was worth July 1, 2011,” said 
Rod Risling, manager of the assess¬ 
ment and taxation branch for the 
city. 

Assessment notices contain pass¬ 
words homeowners can use to 
access the city’s site and compare 
neighbouring properties, as well as 


gauge roughly what tax bills will 
be in May. 

Median single-family home val¬ 
ues softened to $357,000 — about 
$6,000 less than 2011. 

The average value of condos fell 
1.9 per cent, while apartments 
increased by 0.5 per cent. 

For taxes, homeowners will pay 
about $8 a month more this year, 
based on the 5.39 per cent munic¬ 
ipal tax increase approved by city 
council in December, said Risling. 

Anyone whose assessment 
increased this year will pay slight¬ 
ly more, he added. 

The assessments are used for all 
property sales, factoring in age, 
location, features, size and 
condition, based on the value an 
address would have fetched if sold 
last July 1. 

Homeowners who disagree with 
assessments can file written com¬ 
plaints before March 12, or 
call assessors directly at 780-496- 
6388.

As you take off the tinsel, 
bag the bulbs and lift 
those lights from the 
Christmas tree for anoth¬ 
er year, don’t forget to 
drag the needle-dropping 
greenery to the front 
curb. 

On Jan. 10, Edmonton 
begins its annual Christ¬ 
mas tree recycling 
program and will pick up 
unbagged trees within 
two weeks, though not 
necessarily on a regular 
waste collection day. 

“This is a constant pro¬ 
gram we’ve offered 
citizens since 1990,” says 
Garry Spotowski of the 
city’s waste management 
services. 

“But each year there 
are fewer trees being 
picked up. The trend in 


volume is decreasing.” 

Whether more people 
have moved to using and 
reusing artificial 
Christmas trees for 
perceived economic sav¬ 
ings or environmental 
reasons Spotowski can’t 
say, but the trucks 
dedicated to collecting 
trees through January are 
less busy. Nevertheless, 
the same points need em¬ 
phasizing to residents 
every year: remove all or¬ 
naments, tinsel, garland, 
nails, screws and tree 
stands, and cut extra- 
large trees into two-metre 
(six foot) lengths. 

“And put the naked 
tree just as you bought it 
into the snowbank, or 
lack of snowbank, on its 
side,” adds Spotowski. 

“We don’t want drivers 
to mistake the tree for a 
real one growing on the 
boulevard.”

A murder mysteiy with ele¬ 
ments of an Agatha 
Christie whodunit is un¬ 
folding at the vast country 
estate where Queen Eliza¬ 
beth and her family gath¬ 
ered in rural splendor to 
celebrate Christmas and 
New Year’s. 

British police said that a 
young woman’s body was 
found in the forest at San¬ 
dringham and that they are 
treating it as a murder case. 

An autopsy was conduct¬ 
ed Tuesday, but the precise 
cause of death was not dis¬ 
closed, and investigators 
have yet to establish the 
woman’s identity. 

The royal family is not 
implicated in the crime in 
any way. 


The body was discovered 
by a dog walker on New 
Year’s Day five kilometres 
from the Queen’s elegant 
country home. Norfolk po¬ 
lice said tests showed the 
body had been there one to 
four months. 

Police said a forensic 
pathologist found that it 
was highly unlikely the 
death was of natural causes 
and that there was no evi¬ 
dence of accidental injuiy. 
Investigators hoped to use 
DNA to identify the 
woman. 

The Queen and her hus¬ 
band, Prince Philip, cele¬ 
brated the holidays at 
Sandringham with their 
children and grandchil¬ 
dren. The royal couple 


were still at Sandringham 
on Tuesday, along with 
their youngest son.

North Koreans stage rally 
in support of new leader 


Pumping their fists and 
chanting, tens of thousands 
of North Koreans packed 
the snowy main square of 
the capital Tuesday to 
pledge their loyalty to new 
leader Kim Jong-un as the 
campaign to consolidate his 
power deepened. 

State television also 
aired footage of Kim’s re¬ 
cent visit to an elite tank 
unit with family and histor¬ 
ical ties that showed him 
interacting with soldiers 
with ease and carrying out 
inspections much like fa¬ 
ther Kim Jong-il and grand¬ 
father Kim 11 Sung did 
before him — footage that 
aimed to show off his youth 
and put his authority on 
display. 

The rally and the footage 
were the latest steps in a 
carefully choreographed 
campaign to build support 
for North Korea’s new 
leader that began the day 
news broke of Kim Jong-il’s 
death last month. 


Businessman 
launches 
fund against 
French 
genocide bill 

A wealthy French busi¬ 
nessman has launched a 
€1-million fund to pay the 
fine of anyone convicted 
in France for denying that 
the killing of Armenians 
by Turks almost a century 
ago was a genocide. 

Rachid Nekkaz, who 
previously offered to pay 
the fines of Muslim 
women penalized for 
wearing a full-face veil, 
claims that the real target 
of the French bill is Islam, 
since Turkey is a Muslim 
country. 

The French parliament 
has not yet made it a 
crime to deny the 1915 
killings by Ottoman Turks 
amount to genocide. 

The bill passed in the 
lower house on Dec. 22, 
prompting an angry 
Turkey to recall its ambas¬ 
sador and suspend con¬ 
tacts and military 
co-operation. 

The bill, which allows 
for a jail term and a fine of 
up to €45,000, still needs 
Senate approval to become

A new CIBC poll shows 64 
per cent of Canadians feel 
positive about their cur¬ 
rent financial situation, a 
finding the bank describes 
as strong, but still five per 
cent lower than a year ago. 

The poll, conducted for 
the bank in mid-November 
by Harris/Decima, also 
found that an even higher 
number of Canadians — 72 
per cent — were confident 
they would reach their fu¬ 
ture financial goals, un¬ 
changed from last year. 

Across age groups, confi¬ 
dence in achieving finan¬ 
cial goals was generally 
strong, although there was 
a declining trend with age. 

For example, among 
Canadians aged 18 to 34, 
78 per cent said they were 
confident of reaching their 
financial goals. Among 
Canadians closer to retire¬ 
ment — those 55 to 64 — 
only 68 per cent felt their 
goals were achievable. 

Responses varied by 
province, with those feel¬ 
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ing good about meeting fu¬ 
ture goals running from a 
high of 85 per cent in Al¬ 
berta to a low of 60 per 
cent in Quebec. Those hap¬ 
py with their financial situ¬ 
ation ran from a high of 72 
per cent, also in Alberta, to 
a low of 54 per cent in 
British Columbia.

FAO head aiming to end hunger

The new head of the UN 
food agency said Tuesday 
he expects food prices to 
stay volatile in 2012 — and 
more people to go hungiy. 

Jose Graziano da Silva, 
Brazil’s former food securi¬ 
ty minister, took over as di¬ 
rector-general of the 
Rome-based Food and Agri¬ 
culture Organization on 
Jan. 1. He told reporters 
Tuesday his top priority was 
to make good on the 
agency’s mandate: Eradi¬ 
cate world hunger. 

Graziano acknowledged 
that the anticipated reces¬ 
sion in Europe could affect 
his effort, with countries 
possibly reneging on their 
annual FAO dues. 

“There will be many 
more people getting hun¬ 
gry, unemployed and we 
will need to find new ways 
to assist those govern¬ 
ments,” he said. 

FAO, which is the UN’s 


biggest specialized agency, 
with a $l-billion budget, 
has been battling the ef¬ 
fects of wild swings in food 
prices that have particular¬ 
ly affected poor countries. 
The agency put the number 
of hungiy people in 2010 at 


925 million, the over¬ 
whelming majority living 
in developing countries. 

Graziano is one of the ar¬ 
chitects of Brazil’s much- 
lauded Zero Hunger 
program. He has said one of 
his main priorities was to 


decentralize FAO’s work to 
the regional and subregion¬ 
al levels. “You solve food se¬ 
curity problems at your 
village, at your town, at 
your neighbourhood (level) 
— not at the global level,”

Demonic pos¬ 
session has

The Exor¬ 
cist, the most famous 
fiendish film, created such 
a stir with audiences that 
in 1973 Newsweek ran a 
cover story entitled The 
Exorcism Frenzy. Com¬ 
plete with stories of 
queasy theatre-goers and 
their Exorcist barf bags, it 


helped create hysteria and 
make the movie one of the 
biggest hits of the year. 

The impact The Exorcist 
had on audiences has yet 
to be duplicated by any of 
the dozens of possession 
movies released in its 
wake, but this weekend’s 
The Devil Inside is hoping 
to bring a little good old- 
fashioned hellfire back to 
theatres. 

The devil, of course, is 
the star of any possession 
movie, even if you don’t 
actually see him. What’s 
more petrifying than the 
idea of Old Scratch taking 
over your body and mak¬ 
ing your head spin 360 de¬ 
grees? 


But what about the 
brave priests who battle 
Beelzebub? Here’s a few 
cinematic celebrants who 
have gone mano-a-mano 
with Mephistopheles. 

Father Lankester Mer- 
rin, as portrayed by Max 
von Sydow in The Exorcist, 
presided over the most fa¬ 
mous Satan skirmish. 

The statuesque Swedish 
actor played Merrin twice 

— he’s seen in flashbacks 
in Exorcist II: The Heretic 

— while Stellan Skarsgfrd 
played him in two pre¬ 
quels. 

The loopiest of devil 
hunters must be Father 
Pierre Barre (Michael 
Gothard) from the Ken 


Russell film The Devils. He 
is a corrupt and despicable 
holy man who convinces a 
group of terrified nuns to 
fake a mass possession 
with the words, “You will 
scream! You will blas¬ 
pheme!” His other ques¬ 
tionable methods include 
“forcible colonic irriga¬ 
tion” with holy water and 
torture. 

Barre isn’t the only real 
life exorcist to be por¬ 
trayed on film, however. 
Both The Rite, starring An¬ 
thony Hopkins as a real 
life exorcist tutor and The 
Exorcism of Emily Rose 
with Tom Wilkinson as a 
priest accused of murder 
when a young woman died 


during an exorcism, are 
based on true stories. 

More fanciful is Leslie 
Nielsen as Father Mayii in 
Repossessed, an Exorcist 
parody co-starring Linda 
Blair, who played the pos- 
sessee in the original film. 
When told she “has an un¬ 
godly voice and maniacal 
facial expressions” the 
skeptical Mayii replies, 
“That doesn’t prove a 
thing! She could be related 
to Joe Cocker.” 

And finally, Beetlejuice 
has a different kind of ex¬ 
orcist. Michael Keaton 
plays a supernatural char¬ 
acter called in as a “bio-ex¬ 
orcist” to rid a house of its 
human inhabitants.

Obviously the R is a true driver’s car and that means 
a firm-riding, body-roll-reducing suspension, added 
braking power and a businesslike interior with well- 
bolstered front seats (covered in leather), aluminum 
pedals and a leather-wrapped steering wheel. 


The R’s sole transmission is a six-speed 
manual, which is somewhat surprising giv¬ 
en that the German automaker already 
builds a faster-shifting state-of-the-art pad¬ 
dle-operated manual gearbox for use in oth¬ 
er Golf models. 

Still, VW claims that the stick-shift R will 
hit 100 km/h in less than six seconds, which 
is quick enough for most folks. Be advised, 
however, that the R takes premium fuel. 


The engine is a turbocharged 2.0-litre four- 
cyhnder generating 256 horsepower and 
243 pound-feet of torque. By comparison, 
the GTI, now relegated to being the second 
sportiest Golf on the lot, also comes with a 
2.0-litre turbo-four, but it’s rated at 200 
horsepower and 207 pound-feet of torque. 

Credit for the R’s extra spunk goes to 
the turbocharger system that delivers con¬ 
siderably more boost than the GTI’s.

When it comes to construct¬ 
ing the “hot-hatch” Golf R, 
Volkswagen certainly 
knows a thing “R” two. 

The automaker is able to 
call up the requisite fire¬ 
power and related perform¬ 
ance content from its parts 


bins to build the kind of ma¬ 
chine that will attract new 
fans to the brand that might 
otherwise end up at a Mit¬ 
subishi, Subaru or BMW/Mi¬ 
ni store. 

Volkswagen has been 
down the high-output road 
with the Golf before, specifi¬ 
cally for the 2008 model 
year with the short-lived 


(and not for Canada) R32, 
with its 250-horsepower V-6 
and all-wheel-drive. Now 
the automaker returns in 
early 2012 with yet another 
pumped-up Golf-based 
model designed to thrill and 
delight the North American 
masses, or at least those 
who appreciate a tightly- 
proportioned vehicle that 


can haul like the dickens in 
eveiy sense of the word. 

For Canadian consump¬ 
tion, there’s a total alloca¬ 
tion of 500 R models and all 
are four-door hatchbacks. 

Other cars might make 
more content available, 
from blind-spot warning 
systems to intuitive/active 
cruise control, but the Golf 


R is having none of it. It con¬ 
centrates on enriching the 
driving experience through 
generous helpings of power 
without ballooning the 
price through indiscrimi¬ 
nate applications of luxuiy 
fluff and superfluous safety 
gadgetiy. 

On that basis alone, the R 
is tough to beat.

You want fuel efficienq^, 
but you don’t want your 
style cramped. Yes, there’s a 
fine line between the two 
and there are several new 
2012 cars that walk it with 
style, but not as many as 
you might think despite all 
the new offerings in an 
ever-expanding segment. 

But most of the new-for- 
2012 cars featured here 
break the 5.0 1/100 km bar¬ 
rier on the highway, with¬ 
out any fancy hybrid 
technology such as electric 
motors; they’re just normal 
cars. 

Still, the club is small, 
but distinguished, with the 
top contenders sporting 
other unique qualities. 

Chevrolet Sonic 

The Sonic replaces the Ko¬ 
rea-built Aveo that has been 
around since the 2004 mod¬ 
el year. Like the Aveo, the 
Sonic is offered in both 
sedan and mini-wagon for¬ 
mats. 

Since these cars are con¬ 
structed at GM’s Orion, 
Mich., plant and not in Ko¬ 
rea, however, there’s plenty 
of North American style 
built into the Sonic. 

Both Sonic body styles 
are larger than their outgo¬ 
ing Aveo counterparts by 
nearly 10 centimetres in 
overall length. Under the 
hood is a 138-horsepower 
1.8-litre four-cylinder, or op¬ 
tional 138-horsepower 1.4- 
litre four-cylinder 

turbocharged unit that 
pulls down the best fuel 
economy (5.1 1/100 km on 
the highway). A five-speed 
manual transmission or op¬ 
tional six-speed automatic 
comes with the 1.8, while 
the turbo is exclusively 
matched to a six-speed 
manual. Although the base 
price is only about $14,500 
plus destination charges. 


the most fuel-efficient mod¬ 
el will set you back more 
than $20,000 with deliveiy 
charges to the dealership. 

Ford Focus 

Parked alongside its Fiesta 
relation, the Focus looks 
positively aggressive with 
its wide-open-mouth air in¬ 
take and more planted 
stance. 

But for those who just 
can’t get with the sleek- 
looking hatchback, the 
sedan offers a more conser¬ 
vative silhouette. 

The standard 2.0-litre 


four-cylinder engine is rat¬ 
ed at 160 horsepower. 

A five-speed manual 
transmission is standard 
while optional is a six-speed 
dual-clutch automated 
manual gearbox that con¬ 
serves fuel by delivering 
lightning-quick gear 

changes. 

It’s only available in the 
top-end Titanium model 
(priced at about $24,500 
plus destination charges), 
which can, according to 
Ford, break the 5.01/100 km 
mark (4.8) for highway driv¬ 
ing. 


Hyundai Accent 

The 2012 Accent is avail¬ 
able in four-door sedan and 
hatchback formats and ap¬ 
pears to be yet another 
game-changing model for 
H 3 mndai. Both the wagon 
and the hatchback share 
the same platform that ex¬ 
tends the distance between 
the front and rear wheels 
by about 7.5 centimetres 
over the previous model, 
which is important real es¬ 
tate for maxing out both 
leg and knee room. 

The Accent’s 1.6-lLtre en¬ 
gine produces 138 horse¬ 


power, up from 110. The 
base four-door L with the 
six-speed manual gearbox 
or six-speed automatic in¬ 
cludes just the basics plus a 
full suite of safety gear. 

Going with the automat¬ 
ic transmission gets you the 
best highway fuel-economy 
rating of 4.8 1/100 km (4.9 
for the manual). 

The best part is that to 
break the 5.0 1/100 km 
mark costs just $13,200 
plus destination charges. 

MazdaB Skyactiv 

The look is a bit different. 


but the real news is the 2.0- 
litre four-cylinder that uses 
Mazda’s new “Skyactiv” di- 
rect-gasoline-injection tech¬ 
nology to boost both power 
and efficiency. 

Compared to the old 2.0- 
litre (which carries over in 
base models) the Skyactiv 
has 155 horsepower (versus 
148) and 148 pound-feet of 
torque (versus 135). 

It also wins in fuel econo¬ 
my too, netting 7.1/5.01/100 
km (city/highway) with the 
available six-speed automat¬ 
ic transmission, or 7.6/5.1 
with manual. Veiy impres¬ 
sive. 

But Skyactiv is really 
more than just a power- 
train upgrade as the philos¬ 
ophy extends to lowering 
weight, improving chassis 
stiffness and steering re¬ 
sponse. 

Only the Skyactiv Maz- 
da3 is upgraded in such a 
manner. 

Hyundai Veloster 

The key design element of 
this beautiful machine is 
the well-camouflaged pas¬ 
senger-side rear opening, 
that gives the Veloster the 
look of a two-door car and 
the functionality of a four- 
door. 

The interior provides seat¬ 
ing for four passengers plus 
easy-to-read gauges and 
control-panel knobs for the 
driver. The Veloster comes 
with a new 138-horsepower 
1.6-litre engine that’s also 
used in the sub-compact Ac¬ 
cent. 

A six-speed manual 
transmission is standard, 
while optional is a six-speed 
automated dual-clutch 
transmission (DCT). Putting 
the Veloster at the $20,500 
mark including $1,500 in 
destination charges doesn’t 
mean you have to go with¬ 
out. You get a 17-centimetre 
touchscreen, six-speaker 
audio system and 17-inch 
alloy wheels as standard.

vehicles as a way to help 
drivers understand and 
leverage the new 
electrified powertrains. 

These devices have now 
migrated over to “conven¬ 
tional” vehicles. Over in 
this camp, they have a 
slightly different role — 
foster better fuel economy 
by encouraging and devel¬ 
oping “greener” driving 
habits. 

Is this a good thing? 
Who can say no? But a part 
of me wants to say, take a 
hike. 

Let’s first look at why 
they’re more or less a good 
thing... 

Some are just green 
icons that light up on the 
dash. In Toyota’s case, it’s a 
green “Eco” that gives you 
a s 5 mibolic thumbs up on 
the dash, whenever you’re 
driving in an ecological 
manner. It’s easy and dead 
simple to use — even 
though I’m sure the soft¬ 
ware math behind it isn’t 
dead simple. 

It’s also veiy effective. 
When Toyota first re¬ 
searched and tested the sys¬ 
tem, it found that drivers

using Eco Drive t 5 ?pically 
increase the vehicle’s fuel 
efficiency by about four per 
cent. 

It’s also worth noting 
that you get fuel efficiency 
gains even if you don’t “get 
green” all the time. As long 
as you’re tiying, you’re 
bound to get some fuel 
economy benefit. 

Of course, hybrid vehi¬ 
cles have more elaborate 
“coaching” displays. On its 
first-generation hybrids. 
Ford debuted SmartGuage 
with EcoGuide fuel econo¬ 
my coaching. It was revolu¬ 
tionary in its use of colour 
and graphic displays, and 
was ultimately successful 
in “training” owners on 
how to drive hybrids in the 
most efficient manner. 

Recently 1 had a chance 
to see Ford’s next-genera¬ 
tion SmartGuage, as fitted 
to the new Ford Focus Elec¬ 
tric. The cluster display fea¬ 
tures blue butterflies to 
represent the surplus range 
beyond a desired destina¬ 
tion. The more butterflies 


there are, the more surplus 
you have to get to your fi¬ 
nal destination and/or 
charging station. 

Ford also developed a 
way of coaching drivers to 
better take advantage of 
the energy that can go back 
into the battery during de¬ 
celeration and braking. If 
this is done as good as pos¬ 
sible, Ford claims that the 
system can capture 95 per 


cent of the available energy 
At the end of each trip, 
the screen provides dis¬ 
tance driven, kilometres 
gained through regenera¬ 
tive braking, energy con¬ 
sumed, and a comparative 
gasoline savings achieved 
by driving electric. Even 
more information can be 
had by connecting the vehi¬ 
cle to your smartphone, 
such as how much electrici¬ 


ty your air conditioning is 
consuming. 

All good stuff right? But 
here’s the thing. 1 always 
thought if there was a 
coach-player relationship 
going on with my vehicle 
and myself, that 1 would be 
the coach. “What are you 
doing! This is a passing op¬ 
portunity here!” 

Also, 1 like my coaches 
on the loopy side. Bruce 
Boudreau yelling a blue 
streak. Bobby Knight 
throwing a chair. Leo 
Durocher wanting to win 
at all costs. 

Gonsider this quote 
from Leo, on how to play 
the game: “If 1 were pla 3 ?ing 
third base and my mother 
were rounding third with 
the run that was going to 
beat us. I’d trip her. Oh, I’d 
pick her up and brush her 
off and say, ‘Sony Mom.’ 
But nobody beats me.” 

You going to get that 
kind of personality from an 
LED display and some soft¬ 
ware?

If a 
xenon headlamp is burnt 
out, negotiate to have it 
replaced before purchase, 
as they aren’t cheap. 

Some owners have 
reported a “sloppy” or 
“imprecise” steering sen¬ 
sation that requires 
replacement of the steer¬ 
ing rack. 

Verdict 

No major or systematic is¬ 
sues related to the M’s dri- 
vetrain were apparent — 
and most known issues 
should be easy to diagnose 
and repair. 

Consider a used M3 5 and 
M45 alongside models like 
the BMW 5-Series and Audi 
A6.

OAuto sales on 


Canadians shopping for 
new vehicles appear to 
have steered automotive 
sales in 2011 to their best 
year since the last reces¬ 
sion. 

Overall light vehicle 
sales grew 1.8 per cent 
through the end of Novem¬ 
ber, with December data 
expected later this week to 
fill out the final picture on 
how the year stacked up. 

Automakers have seen 
uneven but rising sales 
this year, with growth pos¬ 
itive one month and nega¬ 
tive the next, as economic 
uncertainty pervaded con¬ 
sumer sentiment. 

A total 1.47 million ve¬ 
hicles had been sold as of 
Nov. 30 — already surpass¬ 
ing the 1.46 million sold in 
all of 2009 — the worst 
sales year for the industry 


track to best year 

since 1998, according to 
data released by 
DesRosiers Automotive 
Consultants. 

Sales are also ahead of 
the 1.45 million vehicles 
sold as of the end of No¬ 
vember 2010, giving the 
industry momentum to 
beat the 1.56 million vehi¬ 
cles sold last year. 

Still, 2011 sales volumes 
are well short of their pre¬ 
recession levels — 1.64 
million units in 2008 and 
1.65 million in booming 
2007. 

Strong sales, especially 
trucks, in Western Canada 
where the booming re¬ 
source economy boosted 
incomes and consumer 
confidence, helped prop 
up slumping sales in East¬ 
ern Canada, where 
economies were slowing 


since slowdown 


down. In the auto manu¬ 
facturing hub of Ontario, 
sales grew slightly. 

“We were hoping proba¬ 
bly for a little bit better, 
but at this point any 
growth is good growth in 
the automotive market,” 
said Darren Slind, regional 
leader for Canada and Lat¬ 
in America at J.D. Power 
and Associates’ automo¬ 
tive division. 

“But it’s not bad given 
the state of the economy 
and a lot of consumer un¬ 
certainty,” added Slind, 
who had expected sales 
growth of between two 
and three per cent this 
year. 

Slind predicts 2012 sales 
will be largely in line with 
volumes seen this year as 
recession in Europe.
